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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: This invention 
deals with a current conductor made of braided wire and formed of braided groups of 
wire strands intersecting one another at an angle, wherein the angle of intersection 
between the groups intersecting one another is 90°+30°, a spacer insert positioned with 
the cross section , wherein the current conductor is used for current densities not 
exceeding 5A/mm 2 (claim 1). The above stated claim limitations, along with other claim 
limitations, is not taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Response to Arguments

5A/mm 2 ", is persuasive and therefore claims 1-8 have been allowed.
